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MORE LIGHT FLASHED ON THE 
SCHOOL BOARD 



Many persons arc inquiring whether 
in the event of the defeat *"'>f the 
school loan the State authorities or 
thc hoard of directors would have the 
power to provide proper school fa- 
cilities at the expense of tax payers. 

In last week's issue of "Our Town" 
it was pointed out that the school code 
provided that the State superintendent 
would have power to declare our an- 
nual State appropriation forfeited, but 
neither he nor any other State official 
is given express power to lake any af- 
firmative action to provide that which 
we have failed to provide. While 
other sections of the code which were 
quoted last week gives our school di- 
rectors full power to raise all neces- 
sary funds for such purpose, and tc 
any extent so long as the indebtedness 
is not increased beyond seven per 
centum of the assessed valuation of 
property in the school district, yet this 
provision must necessarily be read in 
connection with the limitation in Ar- 
ticle !>. Section S of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania, which provides that no 
municipality or school district shall in- 
crease Us, indebtedness to an amount 
exceeding two per centum or the as- 
sessed valuation of property, ami inso- 
far as the school code attempts to be- 
stow larger powers on the school 
board it would seem to be unconstitu- 
tional. The only alternative of the 
school board would be to devise some 
method of providing necessary facili- 
ties by paying for them out of current 
taxes or income, thus avoiding an in- 
crease of indebtedness. Of course, to 
carry out such a plan would mean an 
enormous increase of taxes for a few 
years, and also that we would be 
obliged to pay within tifat pcrio'd of 
time the full cost, which would, under 
a bond issue, be distributed over a 
period of thirty years. 

We believe that every citi/en whet 
give; this question serious thought 
must realize the importance of good 
schools to our community. _ In fact, 
we cannot conceive of any logical ar- 
gument which cart be made against 
this view, and wo are glad to say that 
as far as we know none 1 has been at- 
tempted. There has, however, been 
considerable objection raised to the 
erection of a new building on the pres- 
ent site of tlie old. the contention be- 
ing that a building for the primary 
grades should be more centrally lo- 
cated. 



Later L met 13 and put the same 
question to him. This was his reply: 
"It's a splendid idea; practically all 
the advanced educators endorse the 
playground; it is an integral part of 
the best of the newest educational sys- 
tems." Both men were equally sin- 
cere, but both can't be right. Mean- 
while, election is drawing nearer. 

Last year the school loan was de- 
feated, but 1 don't believe twenty- live 
per cent, of the citizens who voted 
against the loan were really opposed 
to additional and improved school fa- 
cilities. 

There was a time — not more than 
a hundred years ago, too — when the 
people of Philadelphia had to light for 
public schools, but it is reasonable to 
suppose that practically everyone in 
Narberth is in favor of everything that 
will make for the better education ot 
the children — if they arc thoroughly 
acquainted with conditions! 

Heretofore there has been no regu- 
lar and dependable means of com- 
munication between the Board of Edu- 
cation and the citizens, but now that 
we have a weekly paper 1 should like 
to see the board use publication when- 
ever it contemplates any new project, 

A playground is either right or 
wrong; it is needed or it isn't needed. 
Those who are advocating it surely 
have their reasons; they have studied 
the subject and must certainly know 
now and why it is going to benefit the 
children. 

I don't believe Narbcrth folks arc so 
arbitrary that they will refuse to listen 
to reason, or that they will cut off 
their noses to spite their faces when 
the welfare of their children is at 
stake. 

A statement from the Board of Edu- 
cation on this subject is due the vot- 
ers of Narbcrth, and, 1 believe, will be 
generally appreciated.

During the present pastorale of three 
months we have made exceptional pro- 
gress.
